Undoubtedly they would also come to 
the aid of the United States if they saw any real 
danger of its passing under Asiatic domination, 
for their interests are identical with those of our 
Pac if ie coast in this connection, and they already 
claim more rights than California does in the 
matter of legislating to exclude the Japanese and 
other yellow races. 
Nevertheless they approve of the Anglo-Jap- 
anese treaty, regarding it as localized to the Far 
East and as a useful measure for the protection of 
India. 
But, in consequence of the Anti-British 
propaganda in the United States in this connec­ 
tion, they want certain things clearly understood. 
When the treaty was last renewed a formal note 
was attached to it in which the Japanese govern­ 
ment stated its recognition of the special relations 
existing between the two great branches of the 
English-speaking race and agreed to the British 
exception in favor of America. Now the Premier 
of South Africa calls for more than this, favor­ 
ing renewal of the treaty only if America can be 
satisfied that “no harm to her interests could fol­ 
low.” The Premier of Australia also holds that 
renewal must be subject to the approval of Amer 
ican opinion. t The repeated charge that the An- 
glo-Japanese treaty binds Great Britain to take 
up arms fpr Japan if the latter goes to war with 
the United States is obviously absurd. England 
does not wish to commit suicide.—Huntsville Tel­ 
egram.

BIRMINGHAM’S JOBBING TRADE 
Development of the jobbing trade of Birming­ 
ham is in the hands of Birmingham merchants 
and manufacturers. 
The list of the causes of complaint was dis­ 
posed of by the interstate commerce commission’s 
readjustment of freight rates in the southeastern 
territory, effective June 30, In the readjustment 
Nashville loses her fictitious rail and water rate 
of $1.66 for first-class freight from the east and 
the all-rail rate is placed at $2,10, While the 
Birmingham all-rail rate remains at $2.18, this 
city has a rail and water rate via the Mallory and 
Warrior barge lines of $1.75, giving Birmingham 
jobbers and wholesalers an advantage of 35 cents 
over Nashville. 
Omitting the rail and water rate via the Mai- 
Wry and river barge Hnes, Birmingham has a rail 
and water rate of $2.10 via 8avannah, Brunswick 
and Charleston. 
That rate places Birmingham 
on an even footing with Nashville and enables this
